Chief Warns 


Motorists To De 


Ready For Winter 


Chief of Police Carl H. Skoog 
watched a load of Thanksgiving 
pumpkins going by yesterday, 
and through a process of logical 
deductfon, he saw in them a 
warning t^ motorists. 
“When the frost is 
on the 
pumpkin,” the chief said, ‘‘it 
means that pretty soon there’s 
going to be snow.” 
November snowstorms. Chief 
Skoog said, can be more hazard­ 
ous to motorists than January 
blizzards, for the reason that 
they come 
unexpectedly 
and 
find many motorists unprepared 
both mechanically and psycho­ 
logically for the problems that 
snow driving brings. 
Right now is the time, Chief 
Skoog emphasized, for all wise 
motorists to observe the follow­ 
ing safety rules: 
1. Don’t blame accidents on 
the weather; be prepared 
for bad weather. 
2. When snow comes, get the 
“feel” of the road when 
starting out. 
3. Keep the windshield clear 
of fog and frost, and be 
lure headlights, windshield 
wiper blades, and defrost­ 
ers are working. 
4. On snow and ice, use tire 
chains. 
They cut stopping 
distance in half, and give 
4 to 7 times greater trac­ 
tion. 
5. When you have to stop, 
don’t jam on the brakes. 
“Pump” 
your 
brakes to 
avoid skids. 
6. Follow other cars at a safe 
distance. 
Give 
yourself 
room in which to stop. 
Asked if tire chains are nec­ 
essary if a car has “winterized” 
tires, Chief Skoog said that the 
report of the National Safety 
Council’s committee on Winter 
Driving Hazards has found that 
snow tires with special treads 
cannot approach tire chains for 
safety. 
Even less reliable, Chief Skoog 
added, are so called “inertia or 
Bro 
type 
anti-skid 
devices.” 
ese. he explained, are myster­ 
ious pipe-like gadgets which are 
being widely sold and installed! 
under the rear frame or lug- j 
gage trunk of automobiles, on 
the claim that they prevent win­ 
ter skids. National Safety Coun­ 
cil tests, the chief said, show 


these so-called "stabilizing" de­ 
vices to be of no help what­ 
ever on snow or ice. He warn­ 
ed against being misled into 
trouble by a false sense of se­ 
curity.

Kincaid continued to live in Pal­ 
atine and was always a leader in 
civic 
affairs 
and any projects 
which would better the community, 
and especially the opportunities 
for boys and girls. Kincaid and 
his athletes and boy scouts had a 
lot to do with the community get­ 
ting the new high school in 1928. 
He later served as president of 
the high school board until going 
into the service in World War II 
where he attained the rank 
of 
Major. Kincaid died suddenly of 
a heart attack in 1949.

Guire pointed out failure to give 
your social security number, or 
giving your employer an incorrect 
number prevents the administra­ 
tion from crediting earnings to in­ 
dividual accounts promptly. Incor­

progress. There are continuing 
efforts to broaden the base of na­ 
tion .1 democracy, economic as 
well as political. The raising of 
the standard of living is a task 
in every segment of society. Af­ 
ter centuries of divided rule in 
the old petty states of the ma­ 
harajahs, and two centuries of 
British colonialism, there is an 
unmitigated drive to success on 
the part of both India and Paki­ 
stan. 
There has been a curious re­ 
surgence of emphasis on Hindu 
orthodoxy in religion. Coming 
out of colonialism, the national 
religion has been elevated in 
various ways. Christian missions 
would be making a drastic mis­ 
take, if Christian people were to 
assume that this represents a 
renaissance in 
Hinduism 
a n d 
were to regard the combatting 
of Hinduism as a primary task 
of Christian missions.

THE TRUTH is that the pres­ 
tige values of a national religion 
prevent the repudiation of Hin­ 
duism for psychological reasons. 
As a religion, it is an expression 
of isolated, rigid culture patterns. 
The 
world 
changes, 
India 
is 
changing, and Hinduism simply 
cannot meet the changes. 
India today, despite the lip- 
homage to Hinduism, is becoming 
a secular people. Morally, for 
the most part, the people are 
operating on Christian ethics out 
of British Liberalism. Christian 
missionary work in India is more 
and more like missionary work 
in the United States—the rural 
missions and city missions in one 
country are much like those of 
the other. The poor in the cities 
of India may be poorer, but the 
needs, and the techniques for 
meeting the needs are similar. 
Indeed, Heniy Jones, who used 
to be the guiding hand at Dodge 
Community House, Detroit, has 
been serving the Board of For­ 
eign Missions (Presbyterian) for 
several years in the development 
of community 
group work in 
China, India, and Latin America. 
One of the things that Arthur 
Mosher 
spent 
some time 
do­ 
ing in his work in India was 
to live in a village, as a villager, 
yet also with demonstration pro­ 
jects in farming, home sanitation, 
dimities; his father had been an 
extension professor at the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois before he wras 
bom. Arthur Mosher has carried 
the extension department of the 
Ag school around the world.

water available at the turn of a faucet 
After all, city folks have enjoyed that 
luxury for many years. The simplest 
and easiest way to have it la through 
a combination of a pressure water 
system and an electric water heater. 
This type of water heater can be in­ 
stalled anywhere in boma or service 
buildings where 220-volt service is 
available. It requires no long pipe 
rani and, therefore, can be placed 
doae to the point of use. Automatic, 
electrically-operated controls keep 
the water at constant temperature 
without any personal attention. 
If you’re curious about how much 
bot water you need, here are tome 
eye-opening figures. A family of four 
uses over 1,200 gallons per month in 
tbs bodle for bathing, shaving, dish­ 
washing and laundry. Dairymen, with 
SO-cow herds, will use an average of 
900 gallons per month for washing 
milking utensils, and other deaning 
tasks around the milk house and in 
the bara. Water of 130 degrees is 
necessary for deaning udders and 
stimulating cows for milking ma­ 
chines. Its use also reduces chances 
of contamination. 
The size of water beater needed 
aril! vary lh the farm home according 
to the size of the family and, on the 
farm, according to the type of opera­ 
tions conducted. It is a good rule, 
however, to over-estimate your needs, 
rather than to plan small on a “get- 
by” basis. When you have lots of hot 
water available you’ll use more than 
you think. Costa of operation are 
variable, too. But, in general, a usable 
supply of hot water for the home can 
be supplied for 300 kilowatt-hours of 
electricity per month. Dairy fanner* 
can plan on using about 25 kilo watt­ 
hour* of electridty for each IOO gal­ 
lon* of hot water supplied. Power 
suppliers serving your farm can give 
you all the installation and cost in­ 
formation needed to bring you “run­ 
ning” hot water where and as you 
want it

program, which, he said, “is for 
all practical purposes 
a 
price 
fixing law.” 
Shuman, in his address before 
the 39th IAA annual meeting at 
the Sherman hotel, said “there 
is a vast difference between gov­ 
ernment supports for farm prices 
and price fixing by government 
action. 
“The essential 
difference 
be­ 
tween price fixing by government 
at high support levels such as 
90% of parity and a proper use 
of price supports is that price 
fixing action 
completely 
elimi­ 
nates the free market price de­ 
termined by supply and demand. 


“PRICE FAXING* Replaces the 
free market price with an arbi­ 
trarily set price level,” Shuman 
said. “Price supports, on the oth­ 
er hand, permit reasonable fluc­ 
tuations in market price and rel­ 
ative freedom of action for pro­ 
ducers and consumers 
as 
they 
respond to prices.” 
Shuman said, “We are now ex­ 
periencing the 
results 
of 
the 
failure of price fixing with the 
accumulation of huge surpluses 
of the price fixed commodities. 
“While producers increase pro­ 
duction under the 
stimulus 
of 
rigid, 90% prices, consumers re­ 
duce purchases or shift to sub­ 
stitutes. We have priced ourselves 
out of the butter market and are 
rapidly doing the same for other 
commodities. a 
mm a 
"ANY LONG continuation of 
government price fixing 
would 
necessarily result 
in 
complete 
government control of both pro­ 
duction and consumption,” 
the 
IAA president said. 
“With a few relatively simple 
amendments it would be possible 
to change the entire emphasis of 
our farm program from one of 
encouraging expansion in 
pro­ 
duction to emphasis on adjust­ 
ment to meet needs and from 
government price fixing to a pro­ 
gram of supporting prices at rea­ 
sonable levels.” 
Shuman said that there is a 
growing demand among farmers 
for a simple adjustment program 
based on a soil conservation al­ 
lotment 
for 
each 
farm. 
This 
would result in 
increasing 
the 
acreage of cultivated land in soil 
conserving crops or practices. 
“If this approach were follow­ 
ed, specific crop 
acreage 
allot­ 
ment programs could be abolish­ 
ed and the farmer given the right 
to choose freely the 
crops 
he 
would produce on the acreage re­ 
maining after he had complied 
with his soil conservation base 
or allotment,” Shuman said. 
He added that this type of pro­ 
gram would probably meet with 
the approval of the producers of 
livestock, poultry, fruits and veg­ 
etables, and the feed crops.

cialized fanning operations, ac­ 
cording to a survey of GI loans 
guaranteed or insured by the 
Veterans Administration.

‘The study of farm loans shows 
that 20 per cent were engaged 
primarily in producing grain, cot­ 
ton, fruits or vegetables; 17 per 
cent, in dairy products; 8 per 
cent, in livestock; and 2 per cent, 
in poultry. 
The remaining 53 per cent, or 
approximately 35,000 received GI 
farm loans, to operate general 
farms with diversified crops or 
products.

even greater, as indicated by open­ 
ings for agricultural engineering 
graduates. 
Many farm machinery manu­ 
facturers have indicated a desire 
to add agricultural engineers to 
their staffs for design, research, 
production, advertising and sales 
work, Lehmann says. In addition, 
m a n y other manufacturers of ag­ 
ricultural equipment and supplies 
have openings for agricultural en­ 
gineers. Government services, con­ 
tractors and consulting engineers 
also have positions open. 
Agricultural engineering gradu­ 
ates from an accredited institution 
like the University of Illinois are 
trained as engineers. As students 
they take enough agricultural sub­ 
jects to give them a broad under­ 
standing of farm problems. Nearly 
all the agricultural engineering 
graduates have also had farm ex­ 
perience. 
High school students who have 
aptitudes for mechanics and math­ 
ematics and yet wish to work in 
close connection with agriculture 
should investigate the possibility 
of studying to become agricultural 
engineers. Consult your principal 
and the University of Illinois un­ 
dergraduate study bulletin to make 
sure you are taking the required 
high school courses for admission 
to the college of engineering at 
the University of Illinois.

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Says Corn $1.50 


By Next Harvest 


The price of corn will rise to 
around $1.50 a bushel before next 
harvest. That is the opinion of L. 
J. Norton, professor of agricultural 
economics at the University of Il­ 
linois. 
Norton thinks farmers will place 
enough 1953 corn under price sup­ 
port to raise the price to the $1.50 
area, which is the “effective loan’ 
price. This price is the official 
loan rate less necessary fees, in­ 
terest, taxes, and shrinkage. It is 
the market 
price 
which 
many 
farmers are willing to take 
in 
preference to the government loan. 
Norton further points out that 
average prices of farm products 
have been working lower since 
February 1951. The downturn was 
rather abrupt after July 1952. Two 
probable causes for this decline 
were (I) a considerable increase 
in marketings of farm products 
and (2) a decrease of about one- 
third in agricultural exports. 
S S S 
THREE FACTORS depressed the 
corn market this past year: 
The crop was large (3.3 billion 
bushels)—IO per cent greater than 
needs. 
Hog numbers were decreasing. 
Both fall and spring pig crops 
were cut by around IO per cent. 
The government sold large quan­ 
tities of old 1948 and 1949 corn 
that it had acquired in supporting 
prices of corn in those years. 
S S S 
MANY FARMERS overlook the 
fact that most or all of the gains 
from crop loan and storage pro­ 
grams are lost when later sales of 
5ie surplus products prevent nor­ 
mal market recoveries. 
Price-supporting forces in 
the 
market this past year were as 
follows: 
Exports of corn increased from 
81 million bushels in 1951-52 to' 
124 million in 1952-53. 
Farmers increased their feeding 
to poultry, dairy cows and beef 
cattle. 
Farmers placed nearly 400 mil­ 
lion bushels of corn under price j 
support loans and purchase agree­ 
ments.

s s 
NORTON OBSERVES that re­ 
cent prices for corn have been 
5 to IS cents a bushel under cor­ 
responding 1952 levels. These are 
the main reasons for the lower 
prices: 
The supply is larger—4.0 billion 
bushels as against 3.8 billion last 
year. 
The supply of wheat, which is»I 
extensively used for feed, is ex­ 
tremely burdensome.

Hog numbers are down IO per • 
cent.
